li.nj£lits of Pythias. 


In a recent circular of Secretary Nel- 


son of the Endowment Rank, it will be 
seen that the Supreme Chancellor has 
adopted the rules laid down by the A, O. 
U. W. of this jurisdiction, some throe 
years ago, in regard to beneficiary cer- 
tificates, viz.: that making said certifi- 
cates payable to "myself," 
"order," 


"heirs," "will," and similar expressions, 
is not legal or sufficient, but that some 
person must be named. Said decision 
goes even further than the A. O. U. W., 
for the S. C. requires that the certificate 
must be made payable to some person or 
persons related to or dependent upon 
the maker. 
This latter requirement, as 


n rule, can and would % complied with, 
but there are cases where it could or 
would not be feasible or agreeable, and 
for which exception should and doubtless 
will be made. Some desiring to join, as 
well as some already in membership, 
have neither relatives nor dependents, 
and some who have relatives would ob- 
ject to making legacies in their favor. A 
modification of this law is, therefore, 
imperatively necessary.

»a (-hull promptly and effectually suppres thu 
sysU'iu of polygamy within uitr Territories, 
and divorce the political troin tho ecclesiasti- 
cal power of the so-called Mormon Chinch, aud 
that the laws so enacted should bo rigidly en- 
forced by the civil authorities, if possible, und 
by the military, it' need be. 
The people ot the United States, in their or- 


ganized capacity, constitute a nation and not a 
mere coulederucy of States. 
'Iho national 


Government is supreme within the sphere oi 
its national duty, but the States have leberved 
lights which sho-nld bo faithfully maintained. 


We bave always recommended tbe best money 


known to the civilized world, and wo urge that 
efforts should be made to unite all the com- 
mercial nations in the cstabUshme.it ui mi in- 
ternational staudard, which shall iix foe all 
tho relative value of gold and silver coinage. 
The regulations ot commerce with foreign 
nations uud between the Stales Is one of the 
most important prerogatives of tho general 
Government, nud the Kepublli.au party dis- 
tinctly announces its purpose to support such 
legislation us will fully and efficiently carry 
out the constitutional power ot Congress over 
interstate commerce. 
The principle of the public regulation ot 
railroad corporations is a wise audsalutnij 
one tor tho protection of nil classes of the ptu- 
ple, and we favor legislation that shall prevent 
unjust discrimination aud excessive charges 
for transportation, and that shall secure to the 
people aud the rallwajs alike the tuir and 
equal protection ot the laws.

by international arbitration.
